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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because "FIG. 1, DETAIL A" should be labeled 
"FIG. 1a" to agree with the brief description of the drawings. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 27, 30, 35, 36 and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kataoka et al. In Figure 2, Kataoka et al shows the combustion chamber 
having a flat surface step between the piston crown and the upper portion of the 
chamber. Since the step increases the radial distance between a combustion chamber 
edge and the fuel injector tip, it appears inherent that thermal stress in the piston would 
be reduced. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 28, 29, 31-34, 37-52 and 54-59 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent fonn including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not teach or suggest (1 ) a combustion chamber with a flat 
surface step between the piston crown and the chamber upper portion with the chamber 
having smooth annular transitions between adjacent surfaces or (2) a combustion 
chamber with more than one flat surface step. 

Conclusion 

The combustion chamber arrangements made of record and not relied upon are 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure.
